Four 
wooden boats, carrying 120 mea each, transported the Norearis to the shore, 
since there were no dock facilities at Tetyulhe, which was a snall villarce 
of about 70 or GO houses.

Almost all types oF commodities could be bought in the goverrmont-ruon stores, 

though often rice at 15 rubles per kilo, millet at 6 rubles yer ‘lo, bear 
gall at 15 rubles per kilo, anc quinine at one ruble for three tevlebs were 
short. Sear gall and quinine were in creat demand by the oreans to cure 
malaria. Suying was Limitea py the tyoe of work. done, as Lollows:
